Pratt, 
of Albany. The last named gentle- 
man was known to have been at the 
Richmond Hotel.

Senator Cullotn, one or the promo- 
ters or the Inter-State Commorco bill 
says in regard to the issue or passes : 
Ha railroad company sees proper to 
pay for its advertising by rreo trans- 
portation, aa no doubt has bcon the 
custom (except (hat heretofore the 
railroads have gotten more than they 
gave out), tho bill does not prevent 
t." Tho newspapers are not disturb- 
d hair as much over tho free-pass 
maltor as the general public seems to 
ho. The railroads have extended 
their courtesies to whomever they 
pleased, and, as a rule they have hud 
the beet of the bargain. If the rail- 
road advertisements printed In the 
newspapers were paid for at the reg- 
ular ratca no passes would be accep - 
led. Aa Senator Cullom aays : 
"Heretofore the railroads have gotten 
more than they gave out." The 
newspapers are being constantly ask- 
ed for favors, and, while the news is 
often of great interest to the travel- 
ing public, it is of equal importance 
to the railroads. There is necessarily 
a reciprocity of business interests be- 
tween them which the Inter-8tate 
Commerce bill can not disturb. The 
bill has its merits and its faults, anil 
they will soon become known when 
Its provisions are put into practical 
operation. Iu the meantime the 
newspapers are prospering just as 
much as if the measure was not In 
existence.— Commercial.

Coming Celebration!. 

It seems to lio pretty well settled 
that we shall have several national 
festivals to commemorate tho adopt- 
ion or tho Federal Constitution, the 
inauguration of the first president, 
and the beginning of the period 11 at 
marked the transition from tho old 
confederacy to the more "perfect un- 
ion" which followed tho working op- 
eration or the new Constitution. It 
has been proposed to divide up the 
colobration of those among three 
cities, giving to New York tliecm- 
tenulal iff the Inauguration of the 
first president, which occurred in this 
city, April :I0, 178!), and marks the 
period when the governmental ma- 
chinery was first put in motion; to 
Philadelphia the hundredth anniver- 
aary iff tho inauguration or the Con- 
stitution ; and to Washington a "big 
show" extending from these prelimi- 
nary celebrations down to 1802, so aa 
to include the grand quadriceulenary 
or tho discovery or America, to be 
participated in by "the three Ameri- 
cas and the sixteen American repub- 
lics." It would doubtless be too much 
or a strain to attempt to keep up the 
interest for so long a time at Wash- 
ington, and hence the lattcrclty would 
prefer that both tho other cvouU 
should be celebrated there, leaving 
the four hundredth anniversary or 
the discovery to be provided for here- 
after. It ought to occur to some one 
that oue way to celebrate these na- 
tional centennials would be to call a 
a new national convention to revise 
(he Constitution of the United States. 
Every Slate in the Union finds It nec- 
essary to amend its fundamental law 
to meet ucw conditions. This Is done 
about every twenty years. Our Con- 
stitution is notoriously defective. 
Some or Its machiuery, such aa the 
electoral college, does not work at all. 
Our national judiciary also needs 
overhauling. Justice is denied in the 
United States Courts, because the cal- 
endars are so crowded that It takes 
three years for a case to be reached, 
and ol'teu ten or twelve before It can 
be determined. There are many fun- 
damental questions which would 
come up for settlement jr we were to 
have a new Constitution. The status 
or woman before the law would have 
to he better dofiued, and then we need 
a national marriage law which would 
act uniformly iu all the Slates, and 
save us horn inan,y or the scandals or 
irrrgular marital iinious.— Demorest's 
Monthly for April.

FRANC IS B ACON. 

History of the Nan Who, According to 
Home, Wrote 8h*krerieare's Works. 

Francis Kaoon was Imrn in 1661. He 
was thus Shakespeare's senior by throe 
years. His father wits Lord-Keeper of 
tho (iroat Seal, an eminent scholar, 
patron of art and literature. The 
mothers of great men have often been 
remarked upon, and llacon's was em- 
inently worthy of her distinguished 
son; an estimable lady, pious, shrewd, 
affectionate and, in the best sense of 
that age, accomplished; learned among 
learned Woman, a capable authoress, 
yet motherly among mothers. Uni on 
was the son of old age; preeoi ioiis, but 
not ephcmerally so, for his genius went 
on expanding through nil his lifo. His 
imnglnnlioii, differing from that of 
ninny other men, deepened, hightened, 
widened with his years. He had ampin 
access in his father's home to books. 
A student of Cambridge at the age of 
ttvolvo, he was itt sixtoen wiser thnn 
his teachers. In 1676 he entered flrny's 
Inn on his lugnl enrcor. Next year he 
wns sent to Pari* as one of the suite of 
Sir Amias Paulet, the Kuglish Anibassn- 
dor. He traveled on the eontineiil with 
the French court, and became Mmilinr 
with French, Italian ami Spanish. On 
his return to F.nglantlho bore a dispatch 
to the Ijiieen from the Ambassndnr. in 
which lie is referred to in the most Hal- 
tering terms. In his twenty-fourth 
year he entered Parliament, and soon 
exercised a remarkable ascendancy. 
The author of many heneliclnl nicns- 
nres, he was at all times tho chosen 
representative of tho Commons in their 
conflicts with the Peers and the Crown. 
Hi. wisdom, patriotism and eloquence 
were conspicuous. Carci'. i of the in- 
terests at the people, he was nt tho 
same time loyal in his allegiance to the 
Crown. llii powarl of persuasion worn 
uniformly employed in furthering and 
reconciling the welfare of all concerned. 
Johnson bear's trihuto to his eloquence. 
"There linpneiicd," bo Buys, *'in mv 
time otie noble speaker, who was full 
of gravity in his speaking. His lan- 
guage, where he could spare or |>ass hy 
a jest, was nobly censorious. No man 
evors|H;ko more neatly, more weighti- 
ly, or suffered less emptiness, less idle- 
ness in what he uttered. No member 
of his speech hut consisted of his own 
grace*. His hearers could not cough 
or look aside from him without loss. 
He commanded when he spoke, and 
hail his judges angry or pleased at his 
devotion. No man had their affections 
more in his power. The fear of every 
man who heard him wns that he should 
make an end." — Xinelenith Century.
